Preliminary  Note. 

This,  m3'  Thirtieth  Annual  Report,  is  again  consideiaH}^ 
curtailed  because  of  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  the  effect  that  medical  officers  of  health  are  still  not  expected 
to  give  a  detailed  account  of  sanitar}-  work  during  the  year, 
but,  apart  fiom  statistical  matter,  to  confine  themselves  to 
references  to  specially  important  matters.  Reference  to  the 
text  of  the  reports  of  district  medical  officers  of  health, 
therefore,  is  again  omitted.  I  give,  however,  a  short  summar}^ 
of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
the  twelve  months  ending  June  30th,  1919,  together  with 
special  summary  tables  dealing  with  the  more  important 
statistics.  As  regards  the  detail  tables  of  statistics,  the  matter 
has  been  curtailed  and  re-arranged  in  accordance  v'ith  the  in¬ 
structions  of  the  Ministry,  and  the  summary  table  dealing 
with  the  sanitary  work  in  the  districts  is  again  omitted,

Summary  of  the  Year’s  Work. 

Summary  of  Year's  Work  of  the  Public  Health 
Co.MMITTEE  OF  THE  COUXTY  COUNCIL. 


The  County  health  visiting  scheme,  embracing  a  joint 
area  in  which  the  local  authorities  had  not  previously  estab¬ 
lished  schemes  has  been  carried  on  most  successful!}^  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  table  of  work  done  which  is  introduced  as 
an  appendix  to  this  report. 

The  population  under  the  Scheme  has  again  been  increased 
since  its  inauguration  b}^  the  addition  to  the  Count}'  Health 
Visiting  Area  of  the  Borough  of  Stafford  and  the  Urban 
District  of  Biddulph,  but  as  a  year  has  not  elapsed  since 
the  inclusion  of  these  two  districts  neither  appears  in  the 
table  relating  to  the  work  done. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  work  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  appoint  an  additional  midwives’  inspector,  to 
act  also  as  inspector  of  health  visitors,  and  she  commenced 
her  work  in  November,  1918,  the  Administrative  County 
being  sub-divided  into  three  sub-areas,  each  in  charge  of  an 
inspector. 

In  all  probability  in  the  immediate  future  the  Borough 
of  Newcastle,  and,  possibly,  the  Urban  District  of  Wolstanton 
will  also  come  under  the  County  Scheme,  and  it  is  likely 
that  other  areas  will  follow  suit  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  is  urging  authorities  where  independent 
schemes  are  now  in  operation  to  link  themselves  up'  with 
the  County  Scheme. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  comparing  the  visits  paid  in  1918 
with  those  in  1917,  that  the  work  all  round  has  been  increased, 
the  figure  for  the  former  year  being  36,690,  compared  \vith 
23,292,  an  increase  of  57*5  per  cent.  During  the  year,  under 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act,  1918,  and  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Act,  1918,  an  extensive  scheme  has  been  approved  by 
both  the  County  Council  and  the  County  Education  Com- 
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mittee  for  greatly  extending  the  work  and  for  establishing 
infant  welfare  centres  and  clinics  and  school  clinics.  By 
this  scheme  the  health  work  of  the  Education  Committee 
will  be  linked  up  with  that  of  the  Count}"  Council  and  the 
school  medical  officers  will  be  appointed  clinical  officers  both 
for  infant  welfare  clinics  and  school  clinics.  This  will  involve 
the  appointment  of  additional  school  medical  inspectors  and 
health  visitors. 

As  a  complement  to  the  health  visiting  scheme  but 
applicable  to  the  Administrative  County  as  a  whole,  a  scheme 
for  supplementing  the  present  midwifery  service  of  the 
County  has  been  brought  into  operation,  and,  through  the 
agency  of  the  County  Nursing  Association,  or  by  subsidising 
or  training  additional  midwives,  the  more  urgent  needs  have 
already  been  met. 

In  this  connection  I  may  mention  that  nine  women  have 
been  sent  for  training  as  midwives  ;  lour  subsidies  have  been 
granted  to  practising  midwives  in  areas  where  the  work 
was  inadequate  to  enable  them  to  maintain  themselves  : 
while  six  new  local  nursing  associations  have  been  formed 
through  the  County  Nursing  Association  to  which  subsidies 
are  paid  by  the  County  Council. 

Under  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  it  is  now  incumbent  upon 
the  County  Council  to  pay  the  fees  of  medical  practitioners 
who  are  called  in  by  registered  midwives.  The  Act  makes 
provision  for  the  recovery  of  these  fees,  either  in  vhole  or 
in  part,  from  the  patients,  and  a  certain  proportion  have 
been  recovered,  but  the  recovery  ha^  involved  a  considerable 
amount  of  time  and  labour  in  making  enquiries  as  to  the 
home  circumstances  in  each  case.  This  matter  is  at  present 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Midwives’  Committee. 

The  routine  work  under  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention 
.^cts  has  proceeded  on  former  lines,  the  work  of  inspecting 
sewage  disposal  works  having  gone  on  systematically.  The 
County  -Rivers  Inspector  pays  surprise  visits  to  the  various 
sewage  disposal  vorks,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
record  that  his  visits  continue  to  be  appreciated  rather  than" 
resented. 
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The  streams,  both  in  the  north  and  south  of  the  County 
have  suffered  b}'  discharges  from  munition  works.  In  some 
instances,  also,  the  connection  of  such  works  with  sewers 
has  taxed  the  purifying  capacity  of  disposal  works  and 
rendered  precautionar\’  measures  necessary  in  order  to  prevent 
serious  damage  to  the  plants. 

The  construction  of  new  works,  for  which  plans  have 
been  approved,  as  well  as  additions  and  improvements  in 
existing  works,  involving  capital  outlay,  wTich  were  in 
abeyance  during  the  war,  are  again  receiving  attention,  and 
Tam  hopeful  that  progress  in  this  direction  ma}^  be  reported 
in  next  year’s  summary  of  work  completed  or  in  progress. 

As  regards  the  treatment  of  venerea  diseases,  con¬ 
siderable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  A  success¬ 
ful  centre  has  been  established  at  the  North  Staffordshire 
Infirmary  after,  considerable  delay  for  which  the  County 
Council  was  not  responsible,  and  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  Wolverhampton  General  Hospital  continues  to  grow. 

In  March,  1919,  a  Home,  provided  by  the  Church  Diocesan 
Mission,  was  opened  at  Wolverhampton  for  the  reception  of 
girls  suffering  from  venereal  diseases  whose  home  conditions 
made  it  extrerneh'  difficult  for  them  to  undergo  treatment. 
In  this  Home  also  a  few  beds  have  been  provided  for  tying-in 
women  suffering  from  venereal  diseases.  The  Home  is  in 
immediate  proximity  to  the  Wolverhampton  General  Hospital 
clinic  and  the  inmates  of  the  Home  attend  that  clinic.  As 
regards  the  l3hng-in  cases,  an  experienced  matemitt’  nurse 
is  in  residence  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the 
services  of  a  local  medical  practitioner  to  be  available  when 
necessar\\  The  Count}'  Council  have  come  to  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Diocesan  Mission  for  the  reception  of  cases 
from  the  Administrative  Countv  on  agreed-upon  pa^^ments. 

A  whole-time  clinical  officer  has  been  appointed  under 
the  Scheme  and  he  commenced  his  duties  in  Januar}^  1919. 
His  time,  so  far,  has  been  ver}’  largeh^  occupied  in  negotiations 
for  the  extension  of  the  work  and  the  establishment  of  sub- 
sidiar}'  clinics  and  alread}’  two  such  clinics  have  been  opened 
at  Lichfield  and  Tainworth,  while  negotiations  are  in  progress 
for  the  establishment  of  further  subsidiary  clinics  and  for 
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increasing  the  facilities  available  in  the  northern  and  southern 
large  clinics. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Council  for  Combating 
Venereal  Diseases,  a  conference  was  held  at  Stafford  in 
January  last  which  resulted  in  the  appointment  of  a  County 
Executive  Committee  to  organise  machinery  for  propaganda 
work.  This  Committee,  which  is  subsidised  from  County 
funds,  appointed  an  organiser,  recommended  by  the  National 
Council,  who  has  been  at  work  for  some  time  in  forming  local 
propaganda  committees  to  work  in  co-operation  with  the 
Count}^  Committee.  This  work  has  not  been  easy,  but  con¬ 
siderable  progress  has  been  made  in  a  quiet  way  in  securing 
the  co-operation  of  prominent  persons  in  different  parts  of 
the  Count}^ ;  also  a  part-time  organising  secretary  has  been 
appointed  to  carry  on  the  routine  work  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

The  arrangement  made  by  the  Council  for  gratuitous 
bacteriological  examinations  at  the  Birmingham  University  in 
suspected  cases  of  diphtheria,  enteric  fever,  and  tuberculosis 
continues  to  be  appreciated  and  taken  advantage  of  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  following  figures : —

With  reference  to  the  administration  of  the  Midwives 
Acts,  1902  and  1918,  the  Council  have  already  been  informed 
as  to  the  progress  of  the  work  in  the  three  divisions  of  the 
County,  but  the  following  statement,  which  I  have  compiled 
from  official  returns  and  from  information  supplied  by  the 
Inspectors,  will  indicate  the  present  position  of  the  County 
as  regards  the  number  of  midwives  on  the  Register,  and  lhe 
number  who  have  notified  their  intention  to  practise,  as  well 
as  other  details. 

The  number  of  certificated  midwives  on  the  Roll  is  748, 
of  whom  288  have  notified  their  intention  to  practise,  152 
being  trained  midwives.  In  addition  to  these,  68  midwives 
residing  in  County  Boroughs  and  adjoining  counties  have 
also  notified  their  intention  to  practise  within  the  Administra¬ 
tive  County.  '  . 

The  ages  of  midwives  who  were  practising  in  the  Adminis¬ 
trative  County  on  30th  June  in  the  five  years  1915 — 1919 
are  indicated  in  groups  in  the  following  table  : —

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The  total  number  of  cases  attended  by  midwives  only 
in  the  Administrative  County  during  191S  was  10,174,  the 
total  number  of  Births  registered  being,  15,339. 
appears  that  midwives  attended  approximately  66  per  cent, 
of  the  total  births  in  the  County,  the  percentage  for  the 
previous  year  being  69. 

During  the  period  covered  b}’  this  summary  (July  ist, 
1918,  to  June  30th,  1919),  in  compliance  vdth  the  rules  of 
the  Central  jMidwives’  Board  1,419  notifications  have  been 
received  from  certified  midwives.

These  figures  are  all  the  more  satisfactor}^  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  in  1907  Smethwick  was  constituted  a  County 
Borough,  thus  removing  40  certified  midwives  from  the 
number  under  the  control  of  the  Local  Supervising  Authority 
of  the  Count\3  and  also  because  of  the  transference  of  73 
midwives  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authorit}’  of  the  Count}^ 
Borough  of  Stoke-on-Trent,  constituted  in  1910,  and  the 
inclusion  of  Handsworth  in  the  Count}^  Borough  of  Birming¬ 
ham  in  November,  1911. 

The  significance  of  these  figures  becomes  more  apparent 
when  represented  in  diagramatic  form  showing  the  relative 
proportion  of  medical  help  and  still  birth  forms  per  100 
mid  wives  in  each  yeSiV  : —

]t  will  thus  be  seen  that  while  the  notifications  of  still 
births  were  pretty  constant,  varying  between  the  limits  of 
43  and  73  per  100  midwives,  the  corresponding  figures  of 
sending  for  medical  help  steadily  progressed  from  63  in  1905-!) 
to  420,  400,  and  404  in  the  last  three  years  respectively. 

To  some  extent  the  increase  during  the  past  six  years  in 
the  medical  help  cases  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  Treasury 
maternity  grant  of  gcs.

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Unless  reliable  information  is  otherwise  forthcoming, 
it  is  the  routine  practice  to  specially  inquire  into  the  circum¬ 
stances  attending  all  still-births  reported  by  midwives,  also, 
in  special  circumstances,  inquiries  are  made  into  cases  where ^ 
medical  help  is  sent  for  as  well  as  when  deaths  of  mothers  ^ 
or  infants  are  reported,  and  it  is  the  invariable  practice  when 
cases  of  puerperal  fever  attended  by  a  midwife  onl}*  in  the 
first  instance  arc  reported  to  special!}'  inquire  into  the  circum¬ 
stances.  In  the  following  table  figures  are  given  showing  the 
number  of  ordinary  visits  paid  by  the  Midwife  Inspectors 
as  well  as  special  visits,  the  outcome  of  notifications 
received : —

For  the  second  year,  apart  from  the  initial  enquiries, 
special  visits  have  been  paid  in  order  to  ascertain  the  con¬ 
ditions  as  regards  the  sight  of  each  infant  on  the  termination 
of  the  treatment. 

As  regards  the  slight  cases,  complete  recovery  took 
place  in  every  case.  With  reference  to  the  severe  cases,  a 
clear  history  of  venereal  disease  was  established  in  21  cases 
and  of  the  26  severe  cases  23  recovered  without  damage  to 
sight.  Of  the  remaining  three  cases,  one  died  while  under 
treatment,  one  died  after  having  lost  the  sight  of  both  eyes, 
and  the  one  that  survived  lost  the  sight  of  both  eyes. 

As  regards  the  serious  cases  among  the  survivors  during 
the  past  two  years,  52  in  number,  only  two  suffered  permanent 
damage,  one  having  lost  the  sight  of  one  eye  and  the  other 
of  both  eyes. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inquiries,  21  reported  irregu¬ 
larities  were  specially  investigated.  Of  these,  five  were  dealt 
with  by  letters  of  caution  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health;  five  were  reported  to  the  Central  Midwives’ 
Board ;  three  voluntarily  surrendered  their  certificates ; 
and  in  eight  cases  the  circumstances  did  not  warrant  any 
acting  being  taken.  As  regards  the  five  midwives  reported 
to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  in  two  cases  the  midwives’ 
names  have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  and  one  was  severely 
censured.  The  latter  voluntarily  surrendered  her  certificate 
pending  the  hearing  of  the  case  by  the  Board,  who  subse- 
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quently  cancelled  her  certificate  and  removed  her  name  from 
'the  Roll,  In  one  case  the  Board  deferred  judgment  pending 
further  reports  at  the  end  of  three  and  six  months  as  to  the 
conduct  and  method  of  practice  of  the  midwife,  while  in 
another  case  no  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  although  the 
charges  were  found  to  be  .proved. 

With  reference  to  the  three  cases  pending  at  the  end 
of  June,  1918,  two  names  were  removed  from  the  Roll  and 
one  case  was  ‘  ‘  abandoned  ’  ’  by  the  Board  for  the  time 
being  owing  to  lack  of  sufficient  evidence. 

Since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  the  names  of  91 
midwives  have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  as  the  result  of 
representations  to  the  Board  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority. 

It  would  appear  that  the  polic}’  of  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority  in  prosecuting  women  who,  though  uncertificated, 
have  practised  as  mddwives,  has  had  the  desired  effect,  for, 
during  the  year  under  review  proceedings  had  to  be  taken 
in  two  cases  only,  resulting  in  fines  of  fio  and  30s.  being 
mposed.

As  regards  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Acts  in  this  Count}^  the  Public  Health 
Committee  of  the  County  Council  is  highly  efficient. 

The  County  is  divided  into  two  areas  under  the  charge 
of  two  Senior  Inspectors,  who  have  under  them  assistants, 
and  who  also  have  the  power  of  appointing  further  temporar}’ 
assistants  as  occasion  requires.  The  work  under  the  Weights 
and  Measures  Act  is  also  under  the  same  administration  and 
staff. 

As  regards  the  number  of  samples  collected,  this  County 
compares  favourabl}*,  I  think,  with  other  counties.  In  the

Infantile  Mortality. 


It  is  satisfactory^  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  steady 
decline  in  infant  mortality^  in  the  Administrative  County 
during  recent  years  has  been  maintained,  the  urban  mortality 
this  year  being  103,  compared  with  98  the  previous  y^ear, 
and  the  rural  83,  corripared  with  the  same  figure  the  previous 
y^ear.  Having  regard  to  this  steady^  decline  in  recent  years, 
one  is  justified  in  concluding  that  it  is  largely^  attributable 
to  recent  special  efforts  in  the  direction  of  the  conserving 
of  infant  life.

Diarrhcca  and  Enteritis. — Until  lately  it  has 
been  the  practice  to  record  the  diarrhoea  death-rate  on  the 
basis  of  general  population,  but  the  Registrar- General  has 
now  taken  as  a  basis  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease 
among  infants  under  two  years  per  i,ooo  births  registered 
during  the  year.  As  it  is  onl\^  among  infants  that  deaths 
from  diarrhoea  are  significant  from  a  health  point  of  view, 
this  new  method  of  utilizing  the  figures  available  will,  as 
time  goes  on  and  comparative  records  are  extended,  afford 
a  more  valuable  index  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  preventive 
measures  in  operation.
